Jan. 1st, 1862, he enlisted in Co. G, 
60th IU. Volunteers and saw 
se r ­ 
vice in various parts of the south. 
He re-enlisted before his three year? 
had expired a t 
Big Springs, Miss., 
and remained in the service till Ju lv 
31st, 1,865 when he was mustered 
out as first sergeant though he had 
received the commission of second 
lieutenant. 
In 1862 his regiment participat­ 
ed in the siege of Corinth and the 
pursuit of the enemy for a good dis­ 
tance. 
Sept. 12th the regiment a r ­ 
rived in the vicinity of .Nashville 
and remained there in the siege of 
that city until Nov. 8th. 
Here for 
a time all communications were cut 
off and the regiment saw some hard 
imes and close calls, among them 
the engagement with General Mor­ 
gan’s forces at Edgefield. 
They saw service in different lo­ 
calities and took part in the b a ttle 
of Chattanooga and were ordered to 
Knoxville and then back to C hatta­ 
nooga where in the fall of 1863 they 
arrived ragged 
and 
footsore and 
went into winter quarters. 
Although they had seen so much 
hardship and such hard fighting the 
greater part of the regiment left re­ 
enlisted during 1864 aud served as 
long as there was anything for them 
to do. 
Not long afterward they p a r ­ 
ticipated in the battle of Buzzard’s 
Roost which cost them heavily in 
killed and wounded.
